Millerton, Pa., Sept 24.—David Ely,

Three ne- 
groes lay dead on the flqor of the 
car when It was permitted to move 
on, and two more were seriously beat- 
en and unconscious. 


The entire fire department was called 


out to clear tbe streets, and when that 
move failed the governor was called 
on to order out the militia, and he 
promptly complied. 


The attacks on negroes had the ef- 


fect of clearing the streets of blacks 
Street backs were abandoned at curb- 
ings; drivers on baggage wagons van- 
ished and their places were taken br 
white men. This fear of trouble has 
affected several 
public conveniences 


Sunday.

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept 24.—Six entire 


families of Allegheny, whose members 
number ever a score, have been poi- 
soned through the product of a baker 
shop, according to a physician who has 
been treating tbe cases, and while 
the afflicted have not recovered, all 
but two were reported out of danger. 
The family of Dr. G. G. Graham, con- 
sisting of Mrs. Graham, three daugh- 
ters, aged 12, 10 and 6, and a dinner 
guest Dr. E. V. Weller, and John W- 
Davis, Mrs. Davis, her brother, 34 
years old, and four sons, were among 
the afflicted who were in the greatest 
danger- 


Mr. Davis was taken ill while at a 


theatre on Friday night and physicians 
have grave fears for his recovery. 


An investigation was made by Dr. 


Graham and Dr. Weller and it is said 
that the poison was roach powder 
that had dropped from a shelf In the 
bakery Into a barrel of sugar.

U. S. OFFICIALS IN POLITICS 


Congress May be Asked to Probe Their 


Activity in North Carolina. 


Raleigh. N. C., Sept 24.—United 


States Senator F. M. Simmons, chair- 
man of the state Democratic commit- 
tee, charged that federal interference 
in politics in North Carolina "had be- 
come so bold of late" that he intended, 
if necessary, to ask congress to inves- 
tigate. 


These officials, he said, had always 


been more or less active in behalf of 
their candidates and against Demo- 
cratic candidates. This year, he said, 
they were marshaled as an army under 
the direction of its chief, and "present' 
a front of organized activity never be- 
fore shown by them in this state." He 
charged that this was because the 
president Jid departments of govern- 
ment had turned over to the chairman 
of the Republican party all federal of- 
fices in his state not under the civil 
service and because the Republicans 
at their recent convention in Greens- 
boro passed a resolution requiring all 
candidates for federal positions to file 
applications for appointment with tbe 
writing to abide by the decision of the 
committee.

ATLANTA MOB 
SLAYS NEGROES 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 24.—Atlanta had 
race war of no mean proportions. 
At least 10 lives have been sacrificed 
and the number of injured will be at 
least 40, several of whom cannot re­ 
cover. 
The city is controlled by the 
police, aided by nearly 1000 ‘of the 
state militia. Every part of the town 
is patrolled by the soldiers, and the 
authorities seem to have the situation 
well in hand. 
Governor Terrell, who 
ordered seven companies of the state 
military service from points outside 
of Atlanta to aid the eight local com­ 
panies, stands ready to declare the 
city under martial law if the scenes 
of Saturday are repeated. 


Four attempts at assault on white 
women by negroes within or near the 
limits of the city wrought white citi­ 
zens here to a pitch of excitement. 
The assaults followed two others of 
a similar nature within the week and 
at least half a dozen others within 
the last two months, and brought a 
slimax Saturday night. 


The usual Saturday night crowds 
were largely increased by men and 
boys, who thronged 
the 
downtown 
streets. 
There was no leader and no 
overt act until late in the evening. 
A negro man shoved a white woman 
from the sidewalk on Whitehall street, 
in the centre of the town. Almost si­ 
multaneously a negro woman made an 
insulting remark to a white man on 
an adjoining street, and he adminis­ 
tered what he considered due punish­ 
ment. From this start the mob began 
its work of destruction.

thronged the downtown streets look­ 
ing for negroes. 
News that a riot 
had started brought thousands more 
from their homes in the suburbs and 
residence districts, until fully 10,000 
men thronged the downtown section.

FATAL 
FIGHT WITH 
NEGROES 


White Man Stabs One And Four of 
Them Open Fire on Him. 


Danville, Va., Sept. 25.— A s the result 
of a fight on a bridge near the city 
between C. L. Perrow, 18 years old, 
son of a prominent farmer, and four 
negroes, young Perrow lies at the point 
of death, and Ed Graves, one of the 
negroes, was perhaps fatally stabbed 
by tho white man.

% trolled, except as it is dominated by natural laws of com­ 
merce and the arbitrary limitations imposed by organization 
in other business. In a time of extreme organization and 
subordination of the individual, the farmer still retains his 
- S traditional individualism and economic separateness. 
His 
j entire scheme of life rests on intrinsic earning by means ol 
his own efforts. 
The scheme in most other businesses is 
to make profits, and these profits are often non-intrinsic and fictitious, as, 
for example, in the habit of gambling in stocks, in which the speculator, by 
mere shrewdness, turns over his money to advantage, bat earns nothing in 
the process and contributes nothing to civilization in the effort. If the farm­ 
er steps outside his own realm, he is met on one side by organized capital 
and on the other by organized labor. He is confronted by fixed earnings. What 
he himself secures is a remainder left at the end of a jwar’s business.—The 
Century.

"Female." 


The fortunes of words, indeed, are 


subject to as many vicissitudes as the 
fortunes of individuals. But there is 
perhaps no one term which just now 
deserves more commiseration for the 
hard fate which has befallen it than 
the substantive "female" used as a 
synonym for "woman." It is turned 
out of doors by every corrector of the 
press. It is contemptuously spoken of 
as a vulgarism; 
modern ignorance 


has sometimes styled it a modern vul- 
garism. 


Both, as a substantive and as an ad- 


jective "female" goes back to the four- 
teenth century; but though then oc- 
casionally employed as a synonym for 
-woman," such usage can hardly be 
called common. Still it is found. The 
Wycliffe translation of the Bible, for 
illustration, reads in the twenty-fourth 
chapter of Matthew that two women 
shall be grinding at a quern, the one 
to be taken, the other left. But in 
the polemic treatise Wycliffe wrote, 
expo'unding this same chapter, the two 
"women" of the gospel appear as two 
•'females." The word turns up occa- 
sionally from that time during the 
three centuries that follow. 


It is clear that the elder writers, 


born and brought up amid the linguis- 
tic traditions of the earlier half of the 
nineteenth century, were not in the 
slightest degree under the influences

ostrich tips. 
Ribbon velvet to match 
Is arranged In a cascade of loops fall- 
ing from the bandeau behind. 


The deep pink inscribed under the 
name of Statuette on this season's 
Color Card is adopted for a smart 
capeline in rough felt trimmed -with 
satin, ostrich tips and aigrette to 
match. A broad piece of the satin is 
draped tightly round the crown; the 
tips are arranged in poufs surmounted 
by aigrette, and one of these is placed 
on the left side of the croAvn, and tlic 
other against the brim.

CLEANING A BEDROOM. 


For the weekly cleaning out of a 
bedroom one should collect all the rt- 
qulred articles to work with, such as 
the long carpet whisk, the dustpan 
and brush, the dust sheets and the 
mattress brush. 
This is followed by 
the brushing of the mattress and the 
dusting of the bedstead. 


Make the bed and shake and pin up 
any curtains. 
Kemove short muslin 
blinds. 
Dust all the ornaments and 
place on a tray outside the room. 


Shako and fold up all toilet covers 
and cover the bed and large pieces of 
furniture 
after dusting 
with 
dust 
sheets. 
Roll up rugs and mats and 
carry out of the room to be shaken. 
Then sweep the ceiling, cornice and 
wails with a clean broom covered with 
a clean duster. Shut the windows and 
sprinkle one strip of carpet with clean, 
drained tea leaves. 
Sweep the carpet 
with a long-handled carpet whisk to- 
ward one side, sprinkling and sweep- 
ing in strips.till the whole is clean, 
afterward sweeping the wooden sur- 
roundings with a hair broom. 
Then 
open the windows and leave the door 
closed for dust to settle. 


While waiting prepare all the things 
that have been removed ready to re- 
place. The dust sheets may now be 
removed carefully, shaken in the open 
air. folded and put away. 


Dust first the highest things, win- 
dows, door frames, etc., and after rub- 
bing the furniture, the wooden sur- 
roundings should be gone over with 
a damp rubber, dry duster and floor 
polish. Now clean the window and 
the '^^'eek's duty has been done to the 
bedroom.—New Haven Register.

“Female.” 


The fortunes of words, indeed, are 
subject to as many vicissitudes as the 
fortunes of individuals. 
But there is 
perhaps no one term which just now 
deserves more commiseration for the 
hard fate which has befallen it than 
the substantive “female“ used as a 
synonym for “woman." It is turned 
out of doors by every corrector of the 
press. It is contemptuously spoken of 
as a vulgarism; 
modern ignorance 
has sometimes styled it a modern vul­ 
garism. 


Both as a substantive and as an ad­ 
jective “female” goes back to the four­ 
teenth century; 
but though then oc­ 
casionally employed as a synonym for 
“woman,“ such usage can hardly be 
called common. 
Still it is found. The 
Wycliffe translation of the Bible, for 
illustration, reads in the twenty-fourth 
chapter of Matthew that two women 
shall be grinding at a quern, the one 
to be taken, the other left. But in 
the polemic treatise Wycliffe wrote, 
expounding this same chapter, the two 
“women“ of the gospel appear as two 
“females.“ The word turns up occa­ 
sionally from that time during the 
three centuries that follow. 


It is clear that the elder writers, 
born and brought up amid the linguis­ 
tic traditions of the earlier half of the 
nineteenth century, were not in the 
slightest degree under the influences 
now prevalent; 
and that the disre­ 
pute into which the word has fallen 
is mainly the work of the last thirty 
years. It is hard to tell under what 
circumstances the feeling of dislike 
to it arose or what were the main de­ 
termining agencies that brought about 
the state of feeling we recognize as 
existing today. If the remark will not 
seem invidious, I am inclined to at­ 
tribute the disfavor in which it is now 
held to the ill-will entertained and ex­ 
pressed toward it by the members of 
the sex it denotes. It may be said 
that they ought to have a determining 
voice in choosing the appellations by 
which they are designated.—Thomas 
R. Lounsbury in Harper’s Magazine.

A Woman’s Reason. 


The following is a woman’s expla­ 
nation as to her reasons for trying 
farming: I desire to go on a farm 
probably because I never lived on 
one. 


“As a rule a man's a fool; 
When it's hot he wants it cool, 
And when it's cool he wants it hot— 
Always wanting what is not.“ 
My father and my mother's broth­ 
ers were born on the farm; but they 
left it as soon as they were old enough 
to act independently, so that, in my 
farming notions, I have no encourage­ 
ment from relatives. They, however, 
had their way to make. I do not ex­ 
pect to make money on a farm,—that 
is, not primarily,—though I hope to 
make the farm support me (who am 
the proposed overseer) 
and all the 
other workers on it. 


A farmer who works his own farm 
is only, after all, an independent day- 
laborer, and no one can blame a young 
man for trying other methods of mak­ 
ing a living. The case of some women 
with a small amount of capital is 
quite different, however. For instance, 
if a woman has a strong love for green 
fields and trees and animals; if ev­ 
ery living, growing thing is interesting 
to her; if she has had a college edu­ 
cation; has seen the world, or a good 
portion of it, knows, besides, what 
office work in a city is, and is thor­ 
oughly 
acquainted 
with 
boarding­ 
house life, she is in a position, I 
fancy, thoroughly to enjoy a real homo 
on a farm and all the luxuries which 
that implies. It is only people of ex­ 
perience who can fully appreciate the 
country and what it can give. The 
country man holds many things cheap 
because he never paid directly for 
them. 


To be sure, the farm must have all 
the so-called “modern conveniences,“ 
with telephone, and rural free deliv­ 
ery» besides; and, if the woman ex­ 
pects to live on it the greater part of 
the year, it should have good railroad 
connection with some large city. The 
woman whom we are considering ex­ 
pects neither to follow the plow, do 
the chores, nor the housework, except 
in cases of emergency; but she should 
be capable of doing any, one of them, 
and is trying to become so. What a 
generous life such a woman can lead 
on a farm on agt income which would 
support her but meagerly In a city! 
This is my theory. 
When I have put 
it into practice, I hope to be able to 
substantiate it.—From L. H. Bailey's

Its Origin Involves 
a 
Unique and 
Ridiculous Bit of History« 


Plymouth kas been called the cra­ 
dle of New England. 
It is on the 
coast, thirty-eight miles south of Bos- 
ton, and is a thriving and prosperous 
New England town, with good schools 
and churches, and town hall, and shops 
of all kinds, and comfortable homes. 


On the flat strip of land that runs 
for miles up and down the shore of 
th$ bay, the diminutive white houses 
of the Ishermen are crowded close 
together. In the centre of the same 
flat land-strip, flanked on both sides 
by the fishermen’s homes, is a large, 
open square forty yards 
from 
the 
water-faont. 
Here stands Plymouth 
Rock, the first sight of which gives 
one a mental shock, for, no doubt, 
fancy has pictured an immense boul­ 
der rising grandly out of the sea; but, 
instead, the visitor sees only an ob­ 
long, irregularly-shaped, 
gray 
sand­ 
stone rock twelve feet in length and 
five feet in width at the widest point, 
and two at the narrowest. 
Across 
one part runs a large crack which 
gives to Plymouth Rock a highly arti­ 
ficial appearance. 
The origin of this 
crack is a bit of unique history, and 
bears evidence to the early differenc­ 
es that at times divided the inhabi­ 
tants into two factions. 


For a long time there waged spirit­ 
ed and bitter wrangling between tho 
opposing parties, anil it even settled 
down upon the much-cherished Ply­ 
mouth Rock, which one party de­ 
clared ought to be removed to a more 
Worthy position in the town square, 
and the other wranglers protested it 
should not be moved an inch from its 
position, even though they had to 
guard it with their pikes and guns. 


Finally, the stronger faction drew 
up their 
forces 
around 
Plymouth 
Rock, .ancl in attempting to move it up 
the hill split it asunder, which seemed 
a bad omen for those who had at­ 
tempted such a thing, until an ardent 
Whig leader flourished his sword, and 
by an eloquent appeal to the other 
zealous Whigs convinced them that 
they should not swerve from 
their 
plan of carrying the rock to a place 
in the town square. 


“The portion that first fell to the 
ground belongs to us,” he cried; “and 
that we will transport with all care 
and diligence to its proper home.” 


Twenty yoke of oxen drew the Whig 
section of Plymouth Rock up the hill, 
amid the shouts of the throng that 
pushed forward around the liberty 
pole which was to mark the new site. 
The ceremony of dedicating the rock 
in its new position was very impress­ 
ive, and the people stood with bared 
heads, and in reverent tones chanted 
their high-pitched psalms in token of 
thanksgiving. 


In the town square 
this 
part of 
Plymouth Rock remained for more 
than half a century, when a committee 
of the council resolved to move it 
back to its original position, and join 
it, as best they could, to the other 
half. 
Accordingly, in 1834, on the 
morning of the Fourth of July, the 
Plymouth Rock had been re-united in 
all seriousness to its long-estranged 
portion, and the union made com­ 
plete by a mixture of cement and mor­ 
tar. 


Today four granite columns support 
a canopy of g^anite^ that offers Ply­ 
mouth Rock an indifferent protection 
against the rain and the sun, and 
serves to keep back, in some measure, 
the thousands of siglit-seers that come 
to Plymouth with only one object in 
view, namely, to press up around the 
iron bars, and to gaze through them 
at the revered rock, on which they 
see the single inscription, cut in the 
middle of its face in long, plain fig­ 
ures, “1620.” 


The rock is surrounded by a high 
iron railing composed of alternate 
boat hooks and harpoons, and inscribed 
with the illustrious names c/f /the 
forty men who drew up the Pilgrims' 
compact on board the Mayflower that 
November day as they sighted the 
coast that henceforth was to be their 
home.—From Cornelia Hickman's “A

The twins were born in Ger­ 
many and came to the United States, 
accompanied by their mother and fa­ 
ther, in 1845, and have resided here 
ever since.

HAT is a workingman? 
Put another way, Who constitute 
the working classes? 
, 
Simple as this query may appear, it really has no gener­ 
ally accepted answer. 
Taken literally he who works is a 
workingman. 
But how much of his time must be devoted 
to work to place him in the working class? And must his 
own labor be necessary to his maintenance? 
^ 
There are those who would say that a workingman is 
one who works for wages. 
But suppose he is president of 
an insurance company and receives a salary—not wage—of $50,000 per annum. 
Why, there are clerks and office men who receive a munificent “salary of 
from $10 to $30 per week, who indignantly repudiate the idea that they are 
workingmen—that they belong to the working classes. 
You can’t draw the line between those who work with their hands and 
the “brain workers," because it takes some “brains" to work with one's hands. 
And those who sit still and allow the wheels in their skulls to do all their 
w#rk are very very scarce. 
But the funniest thing in this' connection is the average business or pro­ 
fessional man, who in one breath says, “Why, I am a workingman myself," 
and in the next asks, “How far do these workingmen, with their everlasting 
kicking, intend to push US?” 
^ 
In Leeds, England, the3r are having some trouble in trying to find a satis­ 
factory answer to the question, “What Constitutes a Woiklngman? 
A spe 
cial rate of fare is fixed for workingmen who ride on the street cars of Leeds. 
They have tried to decide in the courts who are entitled to use the work­ 
ingmen’s tickets, and the local legal mind has been much exercised over the 
question. 
But nothing definite has been decided in the matter. ^ 
Howver, the tramway conductors have adopted a rule for their guidance, 
lf a man wears a collar he is not accepted as a workingman, and must pay the 
higher rate. 
If his neck is bare or he wears a muffler he is entitled to the 
privilege of a cheap ticket. 
That rule wouldn’t work very well in this country, where the mechanic or 
the laborer is frequently as well dressed as the merchant on the seat beside 
him, and collars are as common as coats. 
No, that test will not do—for us, at any rate. We will have to leave the 
qu«tion for settlement until the time comes when honest Industry will ran* 
higher than it now does—with some folks as ft measure of a man s fitness 
for favor.—New York Evening Journal,

Highway Department since the passage 
of the Sproul Good Roads Law five ap, 
plications for State Aid In road improve- 
ment, viz: 


Germany township 2,548 feet; Germa 


ny township 5,372 feet; Menallen town- 
ship 5,550 feet; Menallen township S,20( 
feet; Butler township 11,520 feet; Total 
33,190 feet. 


All the above petitions came through 


the County Commissioners office at Get- 
tysburg, Pa., and the cost of reconstruct- 
ing the roads is to be born as follows:— 
The County, one-eighth, the township 
one-eighth and the State three-fourths. 


In October, 1905, a contract was made 


between G. Hanson of Harrisburg, Pa. 
and the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia for the construction of two roads 
petitioned for by Germany township. 
This contract -was completed on August 
11, 1906, the total cost including adver- 
tising, engineering and inspection being 
$11.204.41.

"Female." 


The fortunes of words, indeed, are 
subject to as many vicissitudes as the 
fortunes of individuals. 
But there is 
perhaps no one term which just now 
deserves more commiseration for the 
imrd fate which has befallen it than 
the substantive "female" used as a 
synonym for "woman." 
It is turned 
out of doors by every corrector of the 
press. 
It is contemptuously spoken of 
as a vulgarism; 
modern 
ignorance 
has sometimes styled It a modern vul- 
garism. 


Both as a substantive and aa an ad- 
jective "female" goes back to the four- 
teenth century; 
but though then oc- 
casionally employed as a synonym for 
•'woman," such usage can hardly be 
called common. 
Still it is found. The 
Wycllffe translation of the Bible, for 
illustration, reads In the twenty-fourth 
chapter of Matthew that two women 
shall be grinding at a quern, the one 
to be taken, the other left. But In 
the polemic treatise Wycllffe wrote, 
expounding this same chapter, the two 
"women" of the gospel appear as two 
"females." 
The word turns up occa- 
sionally from that time during the 
three centuries that follow. 


It is clear that the elder writers, 
born and brought up amid the linguis- 
tic traditions of the earlier half of the 
nineteenth century, were not in the 
slightest degree under the Influences 
now prevalent; 
and that the disre- 
pute into which the word has fallen 
is mainly the work of the last thirty 
years. 
It is hard to tell under what 
circumstances the 
feeling 
of dislike 
to it arose or what were the main de- 
termining agencies that brought about 
the state of feeling we recognize as 
existing today. 
If the remark will not 
seem invidious, I am inclined to at- 
tribute the disfavor in which it is now 
held to the iíí-wi'll entertained and ex- 
pressed toward it by the members of 
the sex it denotes. 
It may be said 
that they ought to have a determining 
voice in choosing the appellations by 
which they are designated.—Thomas 
R. Lounsbury in Harper's Magazine.

Plymouth kas bpen called the cra- 
dle of New Engl'Atid.

ton, and Is a thriving and prosperous 
New England town, with good schools 
and churches, and town hall, and shops 
of all kinds, and comfortable homes. 


On the flat strip of land that runs 
for miles up and down Ihe shore of 
th^ bay, the diminutive white houses 
of the tshermen are crowded close 
together. 
In the centre of the same 
flat land-strip, flanked on both side« 
by the flshermen^s homes, is a large, 
open square forty yards 
from 
tUe 
water-f«>nt. 
Here stands Plymouth 
Rock» the first sight of which gives 
one a mental shock, for. no doubt, 
fancy has pictured an Immense boul- 
der rising grandly out of the sea; but, 
Instead, the visitor sees only an ob- 
long, irregularly-shaped, 
gray 
sand- 
stone rock twelve feet in length and 
five feet in width at the widest point, 
and two at the narrowest. 
Across 
one part runs a large crack which 
gives to Plymouth Rock a highly arti- 
ficial appearance. 
The origin of this 
crack is a bit of unique history, and 
bears evidence to the early differenc- 
es that at times divided the inhabi- 
tants into two factions.

Plymouth Rock remained for more 
than half a century, when a committee 
of tho council resolved to move it 
back to its original position, and join 
it, as best they could, to the other 
half. 
Accordingly, in 1834, on the 
morning of the Fourth of July, the 
Plymouth Rock had been rc-united in 
all seriousness to its long-estranged 
portion, 
and the 
union made 
com- 
plete by a mixture of cement and mor- 
tar. 


Today four granite columns support 
a canopy of gi'anite^ that offers Ply- 
mouth Rock an indifferent protection 
against the rain and the sun, and 
serves to keep back, in some measure, 
the thousands of sight-seers that come 
to Plymouth with only one object in 
view, namely, to press up around the 
iron bars, and to gaze through them 
at the revered rock, on which they 
see the single inscription, cut in the 
middle of Its face in long, plain fig-

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Adams County. 


Adams county has filed with the Slate 
Highway Department since the passage 
of the Sproul Good Roads Law five ap 
plications for State Aid in road improve­ 
ment, viz: 


Germany township 2,548 feet; Germa­ 
ny township5,372 feet; Menallcn town­ 
ship 5,550feet; Menallen township 8,200 
feet; Butler township 11,520 feet; Total 
33,190 feet. 


All the above petitions came through 
the County Commissioners office at Get­ 
tysburg, Pa., and the cost of reconstruct­ 
ing the roads is to be born as follows:— 
The County, one-eighth, the township 
one-eighth and the State three-fourths. 


In October, 1905, a contract was made 
between G. Hanson of Harrisburg, Pa„ 
and the Commonwealth of Pennsylva­ 
nia for the construction of two roads 
petitioned for by Germany township. 
This contract was completed on August 
11, 190G, the total cost including adver­ 
tising, engineering and inspection being 
$11,204.41. 


Surveys have been made of both of the 
roado applied for by Menallen township. 
Plans, specifications and estimates have 
been prepared for the longest of the two 
roads, and as soon as the County Com­ 
missioners and the township Supervisors 
•iguify their willingness to proceed 
with the work, bids will be asked. The 
plans covering the other roads are un* 
der way and will be completed within a 
short time. 


The t jtal amount of money available 
for road building purposes in Adams 
county until June 1st, 190 T, is $40,487,13. 
The total cost of roads constructed in 
Adams county amounts to about $11,- 
204,41, of which the State pays three- 
fourths or $8,403.31, leaviug a balance of 
$32,074.82 to the credit of Adams coun­ 
ty. The greater portion of this balance 
will be exhausted when contracts cover­ 
ing the two roads in Menallen township 
aie awarded. 


At the first of June 1907, there will be 
about $18,045.33 more apportioned to 
Adams county and if there are notenough 
applications for road improvement on 
file in the State Highway Department to 
cover the entire amount at the end of 
the fiscal year, the surplus will revert 
back to the general fund and be redis­ 
tributed among the Counties whose ap­ 
plications exceed their apportionments, 
Although not constructed by the State, 
the macadam roads built in and around 
the Battlefield of Gettysburg are of the 
type constructed by the Highway De 
partment of Pennsylvania and are ob. 
ject lessons in road building, which have 
been seen by more people throughout 
the Commonwealth than have any of the 
roads actually built by the Highway De- 
par tmenf, acd from which can he gained 
an idea of the character of the work now 
being carried on by the State. Why not 
apply for State Aid in the reconstruction 
of more of the townships road*?

out an exceedingly simple method by 
which parents who do not wish lo *end 
their childrei\to school may evade th« 
compulsory eduefcijgn laws. 


All the parents havtMo do is to ntfr- 
lcct to have tho child vaccinated. 
The 
schools would then have to break i b tt 
have to break the law by receiving the 
pupil Without a vaccination certificate 
and there is no law on the statute books 
which compels parents to have the child 
vaccinated. 


Mr, Caison states he has recently rc- 
coived so many requests for information, 
concerning tho laws governing vaccina* 
tiou in schools ana compulsory educa* 
tion that ho made public his reply to » 
letter of that character from a school 
tcachcr. The letter reads

In reply to your questions I reply first, 
that if a child is not vaccinated or doe» 
not present a certificate of successful 
vaccination from a physician, or that ho 
or she has had tho small-pox, the teach­ 
er is compelled to refuse admission of 
such a child to tho public schools. 


Second—If a child is sent home be* 
causo it is not vaccinatcd the parent» 
cannot be fined for having their children 
out of school. 


Third—Tho parents canuot be com­ 
pelled to havo their children vaccinated* 


The attorney General wrote that the 
parent fulfilled his legal obligation by 
the act of sendiug the child to school, 
and was not amouablo to the compulsory' 
education laws if the pupil, having been 
refused admission, was pormUjrc^t' « 
uiivaccinatcd and remaiu at hcon

The compo- 
sition of the low-grade fertilizers cor- 
responds fairly well with the guaran- 
tees, and if purchasers can be found 
who will pay for a ton of plant food 
as much as would suffice to purchase 
three or four tons, the seller is not 
breaking the law in taking advantage 
of their obtuseness."—Albany Coun- 
try Gentleman. 


Artichokes. 


Artichokes are regarded as a fine 


health preserving and appetizing food 
for hogs. They are comparatively 
little troable to raise and are quite 
productive. Every hog feeder should 
have an artichoke patch, if not more 
than half an acre. Plant just as you 
would potatoes, and as soon as the 
ground is warm. In 
the late sum- 


mer and fall %-ou will find you have 
made a good investment. They serve 
as a kind of tonic for the hogs, keep- 
Ing them healthy and 
sharpening 


their appetite for corn. 


Cutworms. 


Hardly any pest tries the patience 


of the gardener more than cut worms. 
They were Celia Thaxter's bete noir: 
they drove her from the bed at mid- 
night and in the small hours of the 
morning to see if her sweet peas were 
still safe. One effective 
remedy is 


handpieking, with the aid o£ lantern 
by night or digging them 
out from 


around the roots of infested plants by 
day. 
But this 
treatment 
requires 


considerable zeal and devotion. The 
best method for dealing with cut- 
worms JS to prepare poison bait for 
them. Bunches of clover of pigweed, 
pepper grass and mullein, even when 
thoroughly poisoned, are 
am active 


to cut worms. Such bait should be 
applied two or three days before any 
plants have come up or before 
the 


garden is set out. At this 
time, if 


the ground has been well prepared, 
the worms will have been hungry for 
several days and 
will seize the first 


morsel without examination. This is 
their undoing. 


To Break and Train a Colt. 


The breaking and training of a colt 


should begin at an early age. Three 
things are to be accomplished: First 
v<re desire to teach the colt to submit 
to man's control, and in doing this we 
mast first overcome its fear. This 
can most easily be accomplished when 
our pupil is quite young, not over one 
or two months old (the younger the 
better), by handling and petting it 
when in the stable with its dam. AI 
this time a strong man can catch ant 
hold it securely until it gives in anc 
ceases to show fear. At this age alsc 
it should be broke to the halter and 
taught to stand tied and also to be 
led. V^olts should always be left in the 
stable when the mother is taken out 
to wo;k, then when weaning time 
comes you will have but little trouble 
to manage them. During the summer 
season I prefer to have it run with 
its dam in a good pasture during the 
night, as this will develop its muscle 
as well as a good frame and constitu- 
tion to fit it for future usefulness. 


The second year of the colt's life is 


usually spent in the pasture, and the 
training is usually neglected, but it 
would be better if they were occasion- 
ally led to the stable to keep them 
under control. During the third year

microscopic examination. The prices 
charged for loir-grade brands of goods

becoming frightened at every strange 
noise or object that it encounters. 
Never whip a colt when it is fright- 
ened, but keep cool, and it will soon 
:eam to overcome this spirit of fear. 
A great help in teaching a colt this 
desirable trait of fearlessness is a 
qniet. fearless inate to work it with 
d-.ring this training period. This is 
especially desirable in this age of the 
world, when we are likely to meet 
trolley cars, automobiles and other 
fiightfal things at any time. 


There is such a difference 
in the 


disposition of colts that the stage of 
its training at which I would teach it 
to work single would vary with dif- 
ferent subjects. Some are much eas- 
ier taught than others. We will, by 
the time our pupil has become used 
to team work, have learned its dis- 
position so that we will know how to 
manage this part of its training.—In- 
diana Farmer.

Recipes. 


Sauce For Ice Cream.—A delicious 


sauce for ice cream is made of maple 
sugar. Boil a pound of sugar with the 
least possible amount of water until 
the thread stage is reached. Stir ia. 
half a cupful of black walnut or but- 
ternut meats broken, but not chopped. 
Serve hot.1 


Dolpettes of Meat.—Prepare the 


meat as for a hash, add some bread 
crumbs, enough to stiffen. Bind to- 
gether with the yolks of two eggs, 
shape it into small halls, dip into egg, 
roll in bread crumbs, 
and grated 


cheese, and fry brown. Glaze or serve 
with tomato sauce. 


Ragout of Veal.—Cut the veal into 


slices, put butter in the frying pan, 
dredge with flour and brown. Take up 
and put into the pan as much cold 
gravy as you think proper; season, 
with salt, pepper and a teacup of to- 
mato catsup; then cut a few slices 
of cold ham, lay in the gravy and add 
the veal. 


Rice Meringue.—Boll one cup of 


rice-' in one quart of milk until tender 
and drain in a collander; add one pint 
of milk, two ounces of butter, the 
yolks of six eggs and two cups of 
sugar, and beat all until light; add 
juice and rind (grated) of one lemon; 
turn into baking dish and bake- for one 
hour. Make a meringue of whites of 
the eggs and six tablespoonfuls of 
powdered sugar, heap on top of pud- 
ding, brown in oven and serve? cold. 


Curried Rissoles.—Mince some cook- 


ed chicken (not too finely) and let it 
simmer very gently for half an hour 
in a rich, thick curry sauce, which 
should be nearly absorbed at the end 
of the time.

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Spray For Berries. 


1, In fall or winter 
remove 
all 
canes infested with 
cane 
borers, 
orange rust and crown gall and burn. 


2. In spring, before the buds swell, 
cut off and burn all canes badly spot­ 
ted with disease and spray the *rest 
with Bordeaux mixture, repeating the 
spraying when the young shoots are 
about six inches high, and again in 
ten to fourteen days. Aim to cover 
the young shoots with 
spray. This 
treatment is for antlirac 
nose, cane 
blight and leaf spot diseases. 


Artichoke*. 


Artichokes are regarded as a fine 
health preserving and appetizing food 
for hogs. They 
are 
comparatively 
little trouble to raise 
and are quite 
productive. Every hog feeder should 
have an artichoke patch, if not more 
than half an acre. Plant just as you 
would potatoes, and as soon as the 
ground is warm. In 
the late sum­ 
mer and fall you will find you have 
made a good investment. They serve 
as a kind of tonic for the hogs, keep­ 
ing them 
healthy 
and 
sharpening 
their appetite for corn. 


Cutworms. 


Hardly any pest tries the patience 
of the gardener more than cut worms. 
They were Celia Thaxter’s bete noir; 
they drove her from the bed at mid­ 
night and in the small 
hours of the 
morning to see if her sweet peas were 
still safe. One effective 
remedy is 
handpicldng, with the aid of lantern 
by night or digging them 
out from 
around the roots of infested plants by 
day. But this 
treatment 
requires 
considerable zeal and devotion. The 
best method 
for dealing 
with cut­ 
worms ^s to prepare poison bait for 
them. 
Bunches of clover or pigweed, 
pepper grass and mullein, even when 
thoroughly poisoned, are 
attractive 
to cut worms. 
Such bait should be 
applied two or three days before any 
plants have come up or before 
the 
garden is set out. At this 
time, if 
the ground has been well 
prepared, 
the worms will have been hungry for 
several days and will seize the first 
morsel without examination. This is 
their undoing. 


GIRL AMAZES SURGEONS. 


Recovers After Being Hammered and 


Cut Almost to Pieces by Uncle. 
Won from death when skilled sur­ 
geons believed all chance for life gone, 
Jessie May Popkins, 14 years old, has 
been discharged from Freedman’s hos­ 
pital at Washington, D. C. 
On July 2 
she was murderously assaulted by her 
uncle, John Popkins, who is believed 
to be insane. 


With three depressed fractures of 
the skull, two arteries of the right 
arm severed and her throat cut, the 
jugular vein being almost severed, she 
was picked up unconscious from the 
blows of a hammer and hurried away 
to the hospital. There she underwent 
several operations.

The Gape Worm. 


The dreaded gape worm has been 
conspicuous by its absence this sea­ 
son, to judge by the letters received. 
The 
absence 
of damp 
and 
rainy 
weather has had much to do with this 
unwelcome parasite in chicken cul­ 
ture. The festive gape worm revels 
in a foul, damp atmosphere, and 
is 
seldom in evidence where dry 
sani­ 
tary conditions 
prevail. It 
is true 
we hear of chicken raisers who speak 
of “gaps’’ whenever a chicken opens 
Its jaws and breathes a trifle suspi­ 
ciously, but on close examination no 
trace 
of the 
gape-worm 
is 
found. 
Where doubt exists, hold the chick­ 
en's throat exposed 
to the sunlight 
and open the mouth and look down 
the wind-pipe. 
If a small, thin red­ 
dish looking string of about an inch 
In length is attached to the mem- * 
brane, 
“his gapesliip” is busy 
and 
must be removed. A twisted horse­ 
hair or silver wire will extract 
the 
appendage. A small primary feather 
stripped to the quill, except a small 
end of about a quarter of an inch 
wide and half an inch long dipped in 
coal oil will answer the same 
pur­ 
pose. 
Some use turpentine, but 
it 
needs very careful handling wiien ap­ 
plied internally. A local 
application 
of turpentine to the outside 
of the 
throat is often effective in destroying 
the gape-worm in the early 
stages.

to the actual quantities of plant food 
in them, and as is usually the case, 
the high-priced goods are more econ­ 
omical to buy than the low-priced 
“cheap” goods. For instance, on the 
average, there can be bought for a 
given amount of money nearly twice 
as much actual plant food in fertiliz­ 
ers costing |7 per ton less. “It 
is 
amazing that any one can find any­ 
body to buy fertilizers 
having 
for 
composition such as is guaranteed for 
some of those who analyses are her« 
given,” says the report. 
“There is 
no fraud in the matter. The compo­ 
sition of the low-grade fertilizers cor­ 
responds fairly well with the guaran­ 
tees, and if purchasers can be found 
who will pay for a ton of plant food 
as much as would suffice to purchase 
three or four tons, the seller is not 
breaking the law in taking advantage 
of their obtuseness.”—Albany Coun­ 
try Gentleman. 


To Break and Train a Colt. 


The breaking and training of a colt 
should begin at an early age. Three 
things are to be accomplished: First, 
we desire to teach the coit to submit 
to man’s control, and in doing this we 
must first overcome 
its fear. This 
can most easily be accomplished when 
our pupil is quite young, not over one 
or two months old (the younger the 
better), by handling and petting it 
when in the stable with its dam. At 
this time a strong man can catch and 
hold it securely until it gives in and 
ceases to show fear. At this age also 
it should be broke to the halter and 
taught to stand tied and 
also to be 
led. VJolts should always be left in the 
stable when the mother is taken out 
to work, then when 
weaning 
time 
comes you will have but little trouble 
to manage them. During the summer 
season I prefer to 
have it run with 
its dam in a good pasture during the 
night, as this will develop its muscle 
as well as a good frame and constitu­ 
tion to fit it for future usefulness. 


The second year of the colt's life is 
usually spent in the pasture, and the 
training is usually neglected, but it 
would be better if they were occasion­ 
ally led to the stable to keep 
them 
under control. During the third year 
wre should try and accomplish our sec­ 
ond 
object 
in its training, that of 
teaching it to perform 
the 
various 
kinds of labor, wiiich we expect to fit 
it for, whether for draft 
or lighter 
employment. If 
we have 
properly 
handled our pupil during its first two 
years there will be no breaking to do 
now, simply training. For 
its first 
lesson I prefer to hitch it with a feood, 
trusty horse to a stout wragon, and if 
time is not too precious I would drive 
it each day, for two or three 
days, 
without a load, and then 
if it has 
learned to walk up straight you can 
begin to load, lightly 
at first, and 
gradually increase. Do not be in a 
hurry at this stage of the game, as 
haste may spoil the job. After a few 
days’ training I hitch to a plow, har­ 
row, corn plow, or whatever work is 
on hand at the time, 
and give 
my 
pupil a lesson in the different kinds of 
work that it will be expected to per­ 
form in the future, always being care­ 
ful not to overdo or discourage it, but 
aiming to give continuous 
training 
from day to day. There is so much 
required of a good farm horse nowa­ 
days, that it will take some time to 
teach it all about the running of the 
various farm 
machines, "and 
great 
care is necessary until it becomes ac­ 
customed to this kind of work. But 
a woll-trained horse 
is a 
valuable 
thing on the farm, and will well re­ 
pay us for the time spent and the pa­ 
tience and care exercised in bringing 
his coltship 
to this desired 
attain­ 
ment. Our third object is to avoid 
the acquiring of any bad 
habits by 
our pupil during this time of training. 
We should be sure to have good, sub­ 
stantial harness and other accoutre­ 
ments, when working with colts, so 
that we may not be placed at a dis­ 
advantage 
by the breaking 
of the 
same at some 
critical 
period. The 
great object is to teach the colt that 
man is its master, and to prevent It 
from acquiring that nervous habit of 
becoming frightened at every strange 
noise or object 
that 
it encounters. 
Never whip a colt when it is fright­ 
ened, but keep cool, and it will soon 
learn to overcome this spirit of fear. 
A great help in teaching a colt this 
desirable trp.it of fearlessness is a 
quiet, fearless mate to work it with 
during this training period. This is 
especially desirable in this age of the 
world, wiien W'e are likely 
to meet 
trolley cars, automobiles 
and other 
frightful things at any time. 


There is such a difference 
in the 
disposition of colts that the stage of 
its training at wiiich I w'ould teach it 
to work single wrould vary with dif­ 
ferent subjects. Some are much eas­ 
ier taught than others. We will, by 
the time our pupil has become used 
to team work, have learned its dis­ 
position so that we will know how to 
manage this part of its training.—In­ 
diana Farmer.

PO ST A L H IG H W A Y S. 


Good Roads Needed for Prompt 


Mails. 


The plan of co-operation for the 
Improvement of public roads institut­ 
ed several months ago among the Post- 
office Department, the Department of 
Agriculture and various state highway 
officials is developing satisfactory re­ 
sults, writes the Washington corre­ 
spondent of the New York Tribune. 
A letter received at the Postoffice De­ 
partment from the State Engineer 
and Surveyor of New York states that 
a bulletin is to be issued furnishing 
directions and suggestions 
for 
the 
guidance of town officials having care 
and authority over public highways in 
the State of New York, and that it is 
desired to publish therein the require­ 
ments of the department relative to 
the establishment and continuance of 
rural delivery routes. Assistant Post­ 
master General De Graw has commu­ 
nicated with State Engineer Van Als- 
tyne, and hopes to secure co-operation 
of the New York State road officials 
in the general movement for good 
roads. 


The requirements of the department 
concerning establishment and 
main­ 
tenance of rural delivery routes 
in­ 
clude as conditions precedent to the 
establishment of a route that roads 
shall be in good condition, unobstruct­ 
ed by gates, and that there shall be 
no unbridged creeks or unfordable 
streams. These requirements have re 
suited in the expenditure of many 
thousands of dollars all over the coun­ 
try in road improvements and bridge 
building by communities wiiich desired 
.the benefits of rural delivery of mail. 
Failure to maintain roads covered by 
rural routes in condition to be travel­ 
ed with facility and safety at all sea 
sons of the year is considered suffi­ 
cient cause for withdrawal of rural de­ 
livery service from a community. 


The plan of co-operation referred to 
includes forwarding to 
state 
road 
commissioners reports from rural car­ 
riers concerning the condition of roads 
on rural routes; also that postmasters 
shall ascertain the condition of roads 
in the vicinity of their postoifices and 
forward reports directly to the state 
officials. In Illinois the State High 
way Commission has sent out a list of 
questions to be filled in by rural car­ 
riers, giving information relative to 
tlje highways which they traverse in 
delivering mail. Information as to the 
methods used in keeping roads in re 
pair is also being disseminated in this 
manner. 
The State Itoad Commis­ 
sions of Wisconsin and Missouri join­ 
ed in this movement some months ago, 
and are now actively co-operating with 
the departments. Postmaster General 
Cortelyou and his assistants believe

Repairing the Glove«.

When 
this happens take a little black ink, 
mix it with a small quantity of olive 
oil and apply It to the finger-tip». 
Leave it until dry and the gloves will 
be very much improved in appearance. 


Cleaning Leather Goods. 


Leather articles must not be kept 
in too dry places, as the heat will 
cause them to peel off. Neither must 
they be kept in damp places, lest they 
get mouldy. There is no royal road 
to cleaning leather goods. Wash them 
with soap and wrater and rub them un­ 
til they are polished. There is a var­ 
nish for aligator skin goods, and when 
properly used, articles made of thia 
material come out as bright as new. 


Magnesia on a Silk Waist. 


A cake of magnesia and a clothe« 
brush are very good friends, and save 
many trips to the cleanser’s, with it« 
consequent expense. Upon seeing a 
stain, rub with the magnesia at once, 
let it remain a few hours and then 
brush away, and the stain will have 
disappeared. Rub both sides of the 
spot, if possible, and let the magnesia 
remain for even two days, if the spot 
is a very bad one. With this treatment 
a light gown or silk waist will remain 
fresh in appearance for many a wear­ 
ing, putting off the day of a general 
“dry cleansing” with gasoline. 


Uses of Old Gloves. 


Old gloves should not be thrown 
away as soon as they are discarded, 
for they are still useful in a number 
of ways after they are no longer fit 
for wear In the 
street. Probably 
everybody understands their value as 
a protection for the hands in cleaning 
a bicycle, and most persons have a 
few glove fingers laid away in reserve 
for use in case the hand is injured, 
for bits of glove kid may be utilized 
in many fashions.

Dogs Used to Smuggle Laces. 


Some clever ruses to outwit customs 
authorities along the French frontier 
have been revealed by the capture of 
a dog. Before making use of this dog 
as a lace-carrier, the smuggler crossed 
the border often with him, so that 
the, customs officers might know the 
animal. 
Then he clipped the dog's 
coat close, wrapped around his body 
yards of costly lace and covered the 
whole with fur like the dog’s coat. 


For five years this dog carried Bra­ 
bant lace wuthout awakening suspicion. 
Then a “friend” of the smuggler noti­ 
fied the authorities, who jshot the 
faithful animal.

Recipes. 


Sauce For Ice’ Cream.—A delicious 
sauce for ice cream is made of maple 
sugar. Boil a pound of sugar with the 
least possible amount of water until 
the thread stage is reached. Stir in 
half a cupful of black walnut or but­ 
ternut meats broken, but not chopped. 
Serve hot.* 


Dolpettes 
of 
Meat.—Prepare the 
meat as for a hash, add some bread 
crumbs, enough to stiffen. Bind to­ 
gether with the yolks of two eggs, 
shape it into small balls, dip into egg, 
roll in bread crumbs, 
and 
grated 
cheese, and fry brown. Glaze or serve 
with tomato sauce. 


Ragout of Veal.—Cut the veal into 
slices, put butter in the frying pan, 
dredge with flour and brown. Take up 
and put into the pan as much cold 
gravy as you think proper; season 
with salt, pepper and a teacup of to­ 
mato catsup; then cut a few slices 
of cold ham, lay in the gravy and add 
the veal. 


Rice Meringue.—Boil one cup of 
rice: in one quart of milk until tender 
and drain in a collander; add one pint 
of milk, two ounces of butter, the 
yolks of b.ix eggs and two cups of 
sugar, and beat all until light; add 
juice and rind (grated) of one lemon; 
turn Into baking dish and bake for one 
hour. Make a meringue of whites of 
the eggs and six tablespoonfuls of 
powdered sugar, heap on top of pud­ 
ding, brown in oven and serve1 cold. 


Curried Rissoles.—-Mince some cook­ 
ed chicken (not too finely) and let it 
simmer very gently for half an hour 
in a rich, thick curry sauce, which 
should be nearly absorbed at the end 
of the time. Then stir in a raw egg 
(which has been mixed but not beat­ 
en) and remove the stewpan from the 
stove. Spread the curry out on a 
fiat dish, and when it is cold make 
it up into little balls on a floured 
board. Make a little hollow in the 
middle of each and insert a small 
quantity of well-cooked rice. Shape 
them as before, and after dipping them 
into beaten egg and covering the pan 
fry the rissoles quickly in a wire bas­ 
ket, taking care that they de not ac­ 
quire more than a deep golden color.

The North Dakota lawmakers did 


not attempt to absolutely prohibit 
the inferior pigments, or mixtures ot 
pigments. They adopted the slogan, 
"Let the label tell." and then left to 
the people to buy whichever they 
wished. 


Under this plan, if any one wishes 


to buy a mixture of rock-dust, ground 
quartz and other cheap elements 
which are found in many paints and 
so-called "white leads." no one can 
object; for they do it with their eyes 
open. 
But if they prefer genuine 


white lead and linseed oil. they can 
be sure of getting it. for none but 
the genuine article can bear a label 
which says "pure white lead." 


In all other States mixtures are of- 


ten sold as pure white lead which 
contain little—sometimes no—real 
white lead. 


It would seem that were this same 


principle applied to food, beverages 
and all other prepared articles, where 
deception is practiced upon the buy- 
er, the question would be solved. 
It 


would leave us free to buy what we 
pleased, but would protect us from 
unwittingly buying what we did not 
want.

Adams county has filed with the Slate 
Highway Department since the passage 
of the Sproul Good Roads Law five ap* 
plications for State Aid in road improve- 
ment, viz: 


Germany township 2,548 feet; Germa- 
ny township5,372 feet; Menallen town- 
ship 5,550feet; Menallen township 8,200 
feet; Butler township 11,520 feet; Total 
83,190 feet. 


All the above petitions came through 
the County Commissioners office at Get- 
tysburg, Pa., and the cost of reconstruct- 
ing the roads is to be born as follows:— 
The County, one-eighth, the township 
one-eighth and the State three-fourths. 


In October, 1905, a contract was made 
between G. Hanson of Harrisburg, Pa„ 
and the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia for the construction of two roads 
petitidned for by Germany township. 
This contract was completed on August 
11,190G, the total cost including adver- 
tising, engiueeriug and inspection being 
$11,204.41. 


Surveys have been made of both of the 
roatlo applied for by Menallen township. 
Plans, specifications and estimates have 
been prepared for the longest of the two 
roads, and as soon as the County Com- 
missioners and the township Supervisors 
•iguify their willingness t o proceed 
with the wprk, bids will be asked. 
The 
plans covering the other roads arc un^ 
der way and will be completed within a 
short time. 


The t jtal amount of money available 
for road building purposes in Adams 
county until Juuelst, lUOT, is 140,487.13. 
The total cost of roads constructed in 
Adams county amounts to about |11,- 
304.41, of which the State pays three- 
fourths or 18,403,31, leaving a balance of 
133,074.82 to the credit of Adams coun- 
ty, 
The greater portion of this balance 
will be exhausted wheu contracts cover- 
ing the two roads in Menallen township 
are awarded. 


At the first of June 1907, there will be 
about $18,045.33 more apportioned to 
Adams county and if there are notcuough 
applications for road improvement on 
file in the State Highway Department to 
cover the entire amount at the end of 
the fiscal year, the surplus will revert 
back to the general fund and be redis- 
tributed among the Counties whose ap- 
plicutious exceed their apportionments. 


Although not constructed by the Slate, 
the macadam roads built in and around 
the Battlefield of Gettysburg are of the 
type constructed by the Highway De 
partment of Pennsylvania and are ob. 
ject lessons in road building, which have 
been seen by more people throughout 
the Commonwealth than have any of the 
roads actually built by the Highway De- 
'partmenj;, acd from which can be gained 
an idea of the character of the work now 
being carried on by the State.

North Dakota seem» to hare fonnd

plan 
which is applicable to foods, bever­ 
ages, materials used in the arts, etc. 
A new law has recently gone into ef­ 
fect designed to make it impossible 
to deceive people into buying inferior 
and adulterated paint under the im­ 
pression that they are getting real 
paint, viz.: pure white lead and lin­ 
seed oil. 


The North Dakota lawmakers did 
not attempt to absolutely prohibit 
the inferior pigments, or mixtures ol 
pigments. 
They adopted the slogan, 
•'Let the label tell,” and then left to 
the people to buy whichever they 
wished. 


Under this plan, if any one wishes 
to buy a mixture of rock-dust, ground 
quartz and other cheap elements 
which are found in many paints and 
so-called “white leads,° no one can 
object; for they do it with their eyes 
open. 
But if they prefer genuine 
white lead and linseed oil, they can 
be sure of getting it, for none but 
the genuine article can bear a label 
which says "puro white lead/' 


In all other Stales mixtures are of­ 
ten sold as pure white lead which 
contain little—sometimes no—real 
white lead. 


It would seem that were this same 
principle applied to food, beverages 
and all other prepared articles, where 
deception is practiced upon the buy­ 
er, the question would be solved. 
It 
would leave us free to buy what we 
pleased, but would protect us from 
unwittingly buying what we did not 
want. 


Suicide of Abused Mule. .. 


There is-reported from the Morel 
district of Switzerland a case of mule 
suicide. 
The 
beast 
had 
received 
rough usage and was being driver 
daily with a heavy load back and forth 
from Binn valley to Morel. The other 
evening, as the muleteer had added 
as usual, his own weight to the tired 
mule’s already heavy load, the beast 
plunged and reared so violently that 
the man was thrown with violence 
breaking his arm, while the pack was 
also iking off. Bolting then along the 
torrent side, the mule was ,nearing 
the bridge of Schert at full* gallop, 
when a party of men barred the way. 
Seeing escape thus blocked and re­ 
capture inevitable, with a return tc 
the old unbearable cruelty, the animal 
stopped, turned to the torrent flowing 
at a great depth below, and with a 
side leap plunged headlong into ,the 
abyss.—New York Tribune. 


Kills Off Mosquitoes. 


One good thing seems to have come 
out of the marine hospital service ex­ 
perience. 
It is the discovery and an­ 
nouncement that the burning of a dis­ 
tillation of pine wood called pyro 
fume will effectively free houses and 
_RixurU>—r^oins of mosquitoes. 
It is 
more deadly than sulphur and is not 
injurious to paints, metals or clothes. 
The fumes of this pine tar kill mos­ 
quitoes instantly, but do not harm 
humhn beings. 
But while this may 
be an. excellent discovery and handy 
to use about the house, it in no way 
.approaches 
in 
value 
the 
drainage 
system of mosquito destruction. While 
pyrofume kills the few mosquitoes in 
a house, the system which destroys 
their breeding places aims to kill the 
great bulk of the whole noxious, 
stinging, pestiferous brood, and in 
some places has already accomplish­ 
ed this desired result.

tal value of all tho property in the 
country in 1860, the year of Lincoln's 
election.

The festive gape worm 
revels 
in a foul, damp atmosphere, and 
is 
seldom In evidence where dry 
sani- 
tary conditions 
prevail. 
It 
is true 
we hear of chicken raisers who speak 
of "gaps" whenever a chicken opens 
Its jaws and breathes a trifle suspi- 
ciously, but on close examination no 
trace 
of the 
gape-worm 
is 
found. 
Where doubt exists, hold the chick- 
en's throat exposed 
to the 
sunlight 
and open the mouth and 
look down 
the wind-pipe. 
If a small, thin 
red- 
dish looking string of about an inch 
In length 
is attached 
to the 
mem- 
brane, 
"his gapeship" is busy 
and 
must be removed. 
A twisted 
horse- 
hair or silver wire will extract 
the 
appendage. 
A small primary feather 
stripped to the quill, except a small 
end of about a quarter 
of 
an 
inch 
wide and half an inch long dipped in 
coal oil will answer the same 
pur- 
pose. 
Some use turpentine, but 
it 
needs very careful handling when ap- 
plied Internally. 
A local 
application 
of turjjentine to the outside 
of the 
throat is often effective in destroying 
the gape-worm in the early 
stages. 
Placing the afflicted chickens 
in 
a 
barrel or box mid dusting 
with air- 
slaked lime is another remedy 
that 
is 
fairly 
successful. 
Plowing 
the 
foul ground in the 
fall and dressing 
Avitli fresh lime is the best preventa- 
tive of g a p e s . — A m e r i c a n 
Fancier. 


High Grade Fertilizers. 


The annual report of the Connecti- 
cut Experiment station at New Hav- 
en 
gives 
some 
interesting 
facts 
about fertilizers 
sold in that 
state. 
There are at present 
legally 
sold 
more than 237 brands 
of fertilizers, 
costing from ^'¿^ to $43 per ton, for 
which farmers pay annually not far 
fiom a million dollars. 
The question 
of their value is therefore a live one. 
The report gives one 
or more anal- 
yses of every brand in market, with 
some discussion of the relative value 
of these brands. 
Most of them agree 
well in composition with the 
manu- 
facturers' 
guarantees. 
Occasionally, 
however, an article is condemned as 
Tery Inferior, If not fraudulent, by Its 
chemical analysis or the 
results 
of 
»IcroBCoplc examination. 
The price» 
obarged for low-grade brands of good» 


to man's control, and in doing this we 
must 
first 
overcome 
its fear. 
This 
can most easily be accomplished when 
our pupil is quite young, not over one 
or two months old (the younger the 
better), by handling and 
petting 
it 
when in the stable with its dam. 
At 
this time a strong man can catch and 
hold it securely until it gives in and 
ceases to show fear. 
At this age also 
it should be broke to the halter and 
taught to stand tied and 
also to be 
led. 
VJolts should always be left in the 
stable when the mother is taken out 
to work, then when 
weaning 
time 
comes you will have but little trouble 
to manage them. 
During the summer 
season I prefer to 
have it run with 
its dam in a good pasture during the 
night, as this will develop Its muscle 
as well as a good frame and constitu- 
tion to fit it for future usefulness. 


The second year of the colt's life Is 
usually spent In the pasture, and the 
training is usually 
neglected, but it 
would be better if they were^occasion- 
ally led to the stable to keep 
them 
under control. 
During the third year 
we should try and accomplish our sec- 
ond 
object 
in its training, that of 
teaching it to perform 
the 
various 
kinds of labor, which we expect to fit 
it for, whether for draft 
or 
lighter 
employment. 
If 
we have 
properly 
handled our pupil during its first two 
years there will be no breaking to do 
now, simply training. 
For 
its 
first 
lesson I prefer to hitch it with a feood, 
trusty horse to a stout wagon, and if 
time is not too precious I would drive 
it each day, for two or three 
days, 
without a load, and then 
if it has 
learned to walk up straight you can 
begin to 
load, lightly 
at 
first, 
and 
gradually increase. 
Do not be in a 
hurry at this stage 
of the game, as 
haste may spoil tlie job. 
After a few 
days' training I hitch to a plow, har- 
row, corn plow, or whatever work is 
on hand at the time, 
and give 
my 
pupil a lesson in the different kinds of 
work that it will be expected to per- 
form in the future, always being care- 
ful not to overdo or discourage it, but 
aiming to give continuous 
training 
from day to day. 
There 
is so much 
required of a good farm 
horse nowa- 
days, that it will take some time to 
teach it all about the running of the 
various farm 
machines, "and 
great 
care is necessary until it becomes ac- 
customed to this kind of work. 
But 
a well-trained horse 
is a 
valuable 
thing on the farm, and will well re- 
pay us for the time spent and the pa- 
tience and care exercised in bringing 
his coltship 
to this desired 
attain- 
ment. 
Our third object is to 
avoid 
the acquiring of any bad 
habits by 
our pupil during this time of training. 
We should be sure to have good, sub- 
stantial harness and other 
accoutre- 
ments, when working with colts, so 
that we may not be placed at a dis- 
advantage 
by the breaking 
of the 
same at some 
critical 
period. 
The 
great object is to teach the colt that 
man is its master, and to prevent it 
from acquiring that nervous habit of 
becoming frightened at every strange 
noise or object 
that 
it encounters. 
Never whip a colt when it is fright- 
ened, but keep cool, and it will soon 
learn to overcome this spirit of fear. 
A great help in teaching 
a colt this 
desirable 
triiit 
of fearlessness 
is 
a 
quiet, fearless mate to work it with 
during this training period. 
This 
is 
especially desirable in this age of the 
world, when we are liltely 
to meet 
trolley cars, automobiles 
and 
other 
frightful things at any time. 


There is such a difference 
in the 
disposition of colts that the stage of 
its training at which I would teach it 
to work single would vary with dif- 
ferent subjects. 
Some are much eas- 
ier taught than others. 
W e will, by 
the time our pupil has become used 
to team work, have learned its dis- 
position so that we will know how to 
manage this part of its training.—In- 
diana Farmer. 


POSTAL 
HIGHWAYS. 


Good Roads Needed for Prompt 


Mails. 


The 
plan of co-operation 
for 
the 
Improvement of public roads institut- 
ed several months ago among the Post- 
ofnce Department, the Department of 
Agriculture and various state highway 
officials is developing satisfactory re- 
sults, writes the Washington 
corre- 
spondent of the New York 
Tribune. 
A letter received at the Postoffice De- 
partment 
from 
the 
State 
Engineer 
and Surveyor of New York states that 
a bulletin is to be issued furnishing 
directions and suggestions 
for 
the 
guidance of town officials having care 
and authority over public highways in 
the State of New York, and that it is 
desired to publish therein the require- 
ments of the department relative to 
the establishment and continuance of 
rural delivery routes. 
Assistant Post- 
master General De Graw has commu- 
nicated with State Engineer Van Als- 
tyne, and hopes to secure co-operation 
of the New York State road officials 
in the 
general 
movement 
for 
good 
roads. 


The requirements of the department 
concerning estabUsliment and 
main- 
tenance of rural delivery routes 
in- 
clude as conditions precedent to the 
establishment of a route that 
roads 
shall be In good condition, unobstruct- 
ed by gates, and that there shall be 
no 
unbridged 
creeks 
or 
unfordable 
streams. 
These requirements have re- 
sulted 
in the 
expenditure 
of 
many 
thousands of dollars all over the coun- 
try in road Improvements and bridge 
building by communities which desired 
.the benefits of rural delivery of mall. 
Failure to maintain roads covered by 
rural routes In condition to be travel- 
ed with facility and safety at all sea- 
sons of the year is considered sufii- 
cient cause for withdrawal of rural de- 
livery service from a community. 


The plan of co-operation referred to 
includes forwarding 
to 
state 
road 
commissioners reports from rural car- 
riers concerning the condition of roads 
on rural routes; 
also that postmasters 
shall ascertain the condition of roads 
in the vicinity of their postoifices and 
forward reports directly to the state 
officials. 
In Illinois the State 
High- 
way Commission has sent out a list of 
questions to be filled In by rural car- 
riers, giving information relative 
to 
tlje highways which they traverse in 
delivering mail. 
Information as to the^ 
methods used in keeping roads in re-' 
pair Is also being disseminated in this 
manner. 
The State Road 
Commis- 
sions of Wisconsin and Missouri join- 
ed in this movement some months ago, 
and are now actively co-operating with 
the departments. 
Postmaster General 
Cortelyou and his assistants 
believe 
the rural delivery service can render 
great assistance in the important mat- 
ter of improving the public highways, 
and hope within a short time to have 
the co-operation of all Btate road offi- 
cials.

They adopted the slogan, 
"Let the label tell,'* and then left to 
the 
people to buy whichever they 
wished. 


Under this plan» if any one wishes 
to buy a mixtureof rock-dust, ground 
quartz 
and 
other 
cheap 
elements 
which are found in many paints and 
so-called *'white leads." no one can 
object; for they do it with their eyes 
open. 
But if they prefer genuine 
while lead and linseed oil, they can 
be sure of getting it, for none but 
the genuine article can bear a label 
which says "puro white lead." 


In all other States mixtures are of- 
ten sold as pure white lead which 
contain 
little—sometimes 
no—real 
white lead. 


It would seem that were this same 
principle applied to food, beverages 
and all other preparedarticles, where 
deception is practiced upon the buy- 
er, the question would be solved. 
It 
would leave us free to buy what we 
pleased, but would protect us from 
unwittingly buying what we did not 
want.

dally with a heavy load back and forth 
from Blnu valley to Morel.

Seeing escape thus blocked and re- 
capture inevitable, with a return tc 
the old unbearable cruelty, the animal 
stopped, turned to the torrent flowing 
at a great depth below, and with a 
side leap plunged headlong into ,th€ 
abyss.—New York Tribune.

stinging, pestiferous brood, 
and

some places has already accomplish- 
ed this desired result
